DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 7-12, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burke (US 4,273,471). 

Burke discloses a marine drilling sub-base assembly for a soft bottom foundation 
comprising of a mudmat/main section (21) on which an item/drill string (16) of subsea 
equipment may be supported, a plurality of legs (22), means for pivotably connecting an upper 
end of each leg to the mudmat (see Fig. 5), wherein the legs are free to pivot outwardly relative 
to the mudmat upon insertion of the legs into the sea floor, means (23, 27) with a number of 
cables (26) for limiting the degree to which the legs may pivot (see Figs. 1-11; col.4, lines 15-68; 
col.5, lines 1-68; col.6, lines 1-32). 

With respect to the pivotably connecting means being padeyes with a pin or bolt, it is 
believed to be inherent to have such conventional and notoriously old padeyes with the pin or 
bolt connection in order to provide pivotal movement. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
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basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 7-12, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jones (US 6,749,371). 

Jones discloses a pile guide for underwater pile comprising of a mudmat/hub portion (26) 
on which an item/pile guide (20) of subsea equipment may be supported, a plurality of legs (28), 
means/padeyes with bolts (44, 45) for pivotably connecting an upper end of each leg to the 
mudmat/hub, wherein the legs are free to pivot outwardly relative to the mudmat/hub upon 
insertion of the legs into the sea floor via counterweight (42), means/a number of cables (40) for 
limiting the degree to which the legs may pivot (see Figs. 1-7; col.3, lines 42-67; col.4, lines 1- 
50). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-6, 13-16, 19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Other references cited disclose a pile supported drilling template, an offshore 
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platform system and method and a hinge-over subsea template production system.
